A RECENT Miami newspaper head- 
line startled the medical, as well as 
the sports, world when it pro- 
claimed: “Babe Ruth On Road to 
Recovery.” 

Opinion among those who knew 
him, or had read closely of the fa- 
mous Bambino’s condition, was 
that he had come to the Miami 
area the year before to die, but 
failing then, he had assuredly re-

turned this year for that purpose. 

During his 1947 trip, Babe Ruth 
carried only about one hundred 
eighty pounds on his enormous 
frame with the toothpick legs so 
well known to baseball fans. His 
hair was all but gone, his gait 
creepy, and his voice only a thin 
rasp. The large crowd that wel- 
comed him at the airport was 
shocked at the deathlike appear- 
ance of the once husky Yankee im- 
mortal. 

On his second trip, a year later, 
his hair had partly grown back and 
he had gained weight, but he was 
still an extremely sick man and 
complained bitterly of constant 
headaches. 
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“If I could only get rid of this 
terrible pain in the side of my 
head. It’s always there. I can’t eat; 
I can’t sleep,” moaned the 53-year- 
old Babe who had undergone three 
operations in New York. The 
sports writers who knew him so 
well down through the years of his 
rise to fame, his long reign as the 
game’s greatest, and then his de- 
cline, felt that he never would re- 
cover. Indeed, several of them who 
were in Florida for the baseball 
training coverage or the big races 
confided to me that the Babe never 
would get back to New York alive. 

The Big Fellow was so ill that 
most of the sports writers thought 
it would be better to stay away 
from his cottage and let the poor 
man rest without the added pain 
of being prodded with questions 
about the game which had both- 
ered little to aid him since he left 
the scene officially in 1935. 

About a month had passed when 
the report came to me that the 
Great Bam had undergone a mi- 
raculous change. So wonderful in- 
deed that he was able to eat again, 
and to sleep. All this within a com- 
paratively short time, after he had 
suffered two years, and had even 
given himself up as lost. 

Unbelievingly but willing to 
give any story about the Babe a 
whirl, no matter how fantastic, I 
went to see for myself, and I took 
a photographer along. 

What we saw was perhaps bet-

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ter mirrored in the picture we got 
than in the couple of thousand 
words I wrote. But both revealed a 
Boston-bean sun tan, a Bambino 
who scaled all of 212 pounds, who 
smiled where he had but a short 
time before only grimaced, whose 
reactions and reflexes were much 
sharper, and who even felt up to a 
few quips during the interview. 

He walked eagerly out into the 
sun of the patio and collected a 
group of children to pose with 
him. He laughed and rollicked 
with them, called them by name, 
sat them on his knee. He was some- 
thing like the Bambino we all had 
known—not the pale and halting 
Ruth who had come to Miami to 
die. 

“I’m now eating well, sleeping 
well, and the pain which caused 
me so much torment when I got 
here five weeks ago is almost 
gone, he explained. “Yes, there is 
some little pain but it is gradually 
going away. 

“For the first time in two years 
I feel that I am going to get well— 
going to get over all this misery. 
Both Doctor Hotchkiss [Walter T. 
Hotchkiss, of Miami Beach, an ear, 
nose, and throat specialist] and 
Doctor Armstrong [James L. Arm- 
strong, a Miami dentist] assure 
me I’m going to be all right. They 
believe they have corrected my 
trouble and I confidently think 
they have. 

“Their attention, and this won- 
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derful Florida sunshine, have 
really done wonders for me. I’m 
coming back down to Miami Beach 
every winter.” 

What actually brought about 
this change besides the salubrious 
Florida sunshine? 

“Well,” said Babe in his still 
husky voice, “Doctor Armstrong 
gave me a ‘new bite.’ He filed 
down my bridge, made it fit, and 
now I eat with it. It’s removable, 
and when I’m relaxed I use a 
splint instead. It rests my jaw.” 

Babe did not know the technical 
terms for such things, and neither 
do I, but I had a “bad bite” my- 
self once and I have a faint idea 
of what the old diamond star has 
gone through. Doubtless many 
others have, too; perhaps thou- 
sands who are in serious need of 
mouth rehabilitation, who could 
obtain relief on short notice, are 
this minute suffering the same way 
that Ruth suffered. 

The procedure in Ruth’s case 
was that Doctor Hotchkiss exam- 
ined the former slugger and, since 
he and Doctor Armstrong had col- 
laborated in a study of the “dys- 
functions of the temporomandibu- 
lar joint” which has long been a 
problem to the dental and the med- 
ical professions, passed the patient 
on to the dentist to check for pos- 
sible causes of the pain in the side 
of his face. | 

This was a stroke of good for- 
tune for the Babe—a source of 
greater glee to him than the time 
during the -1932 World Series 
when he signaled to the rival Chi- 








cago Cubs whare he intended to 
hit the next ball and proceeded to 
suit the action to the word. For in- 
side his mouth was the seat of all 
his aches and pains that remained 
after three operations on his head 
and neck. 

Definitely there was something 
wrong with his bite — wrong 
enough so that he could not eat 
and he could not sleep. The pain 
was constant because his lower jaw 
was out of place as a result of a 
lack of molar support on the left 
side where the pain was, and his 
other teeth were in improper oc- 
clusion. 

Ruth, feeling that his teeth were 
causing him discomfort, had all the 
left upper molars removed a couple 
of years ago. This caused further 
disturbances in the joint which is 
in relation to a nerve. Apparently 
the pain in the joint itself derives 
from this nerve. 

The dentist’s own technical re- 
port on the service performed for 
Ruth to give him relief was this: 
“From a dental point of view— 
after roentgenograms were made 
—it was apparent that the condyle 
of the lower jaw was in a displaced | 

| 





position within the joint socket. 
Evidently this was responsible for 
the tenderness he was having with- 
in the jaw and causing the pain in 
the side of his head and face. 
“The displacement of his lower } 
jaw was caused by the malocclu- 
sion of his teeth. To correct this 
condition, it was necessary to bal- { 
ance the occlusion of the teeth. f 
This was done with the aid of a 
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removable bridge and other means. 

“After this was accomplished, 
the condyle of the lower jaw as- 
sumed its normal position in the 
joint socket. He immediately be- 
gan to get relief and was able to 
chew and otherwise move his jaw 
comfortably without pain. 

“The pain in the side of his face 
is gradually decreasing, and it is 
likely it will take several more 
weeks before this condition entire- 
ly clears up.

“It is gratifying to me that, after - 


Doctor Hotchkiss made the medi- 
cal diagnosis, dentistry was able 
to correct this apparently obscure 
condition which had caused Mr. 
Ruth much discomfort over such 
a long period of time.” 

All that is not clear to me, but 
obviously many undiagnosed pains 
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may be the result of a difficulty 
similar to Ruth’s. His might be a 
typical example. Tenderness with- 
in the jaw and pain in the joint 
warrant investigation. They are 
the main symptoms, I am told. You 
could have a bad bite, like Ruth. 
or still worse, a displaced condyle 
of the jaw. 

It’s a wonder there aren’t more 
displacements of the condyles in 
this world what with all the hard 
foods to eat and with Lippy Du- 


rocher back in baseball.

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$ Should My Sons Study 
Dentistry ?

WueEn I was a boy, my father de- 
cided that I should be a dentist, 
and my school life was directed 
toward this goal. 

It was indeed a proud moment 
in his life when in 1916, after three 
years of study at Ohio College of 
Dental Surgery, I graduated and 
passed the examinations given by 
the Board of Dental Examiners. 

During my thirty-two years in 
dentistry, I have had many pleas- 
ant and also some heartbreaking 
experiences, but through it all I 
have tried to lead an ethical and 
honest life. 

After my marriage, I hoped that 
my first child might be a son who 
could assist and succeed me in my 
practice. I was fortunate to have 
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not one, but two sons. Now that 
they are growing up, however, cer- } | 
tain doubts and fears have arisen [{— 
in my mind as to whether or not1 | | 
want them to be dentists and to 
follow in my footsteps. 


Dental Education ) 


When I entered dental school, all | « 
that was required for matricula- 
tion was a high school diploma. 
The dental course consisted of 
three years of clinical and theo- 
retic study. The practical side of 
dentistry was stressed, and there 
was an abundance of clinical ma- 
terial. 

In those days, a young man 
living at home could go through 
school for a thousand dollars or 
less, and many of my fellow stu- 
dents and myself were able to earn

our way by working at part-time 
jobs. 

Most of the students who gradu- 
ated were just arriving at their 
majorities or were slightly older. 
After graduation, many of us were 
able to borrow enough money to 
start our own practices. Although 
the first five or ten years were lean, 
we were young enough “to weather 
the storm” and go on to bigger 
and more lucrative practices. 

Many famous and _ influential 
men who are practicing today have 
backgrounds virtually the same as 
mine. These men did not stand 
still. They studied and carried on 
research into the many problems 
that had to be solved, and into 
those that we still are endeavoring 
to solve today. 

Education was as valuable an 
asset to them as it is today, but the 
methods of obtaining it were some- 
what different. Study and research 
clubs were part of their program, 
and practical scientific meetings, 
with group discussion which some- 
times lasted late into the night, 
were part of their professional 


’ careers. 


I can still remember the first 
meeting of the Cincinnati Dental 
Society that I attended at the old 
Literary Club which had its motto, 
“Here comes one with a paper,” 
written boldly on the wall behind 
the speaker’s rostrum. After that 
paper had been delivered, the 
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author either came out of the room 
as a man who knew his subject, or 
cringed with shame as the discus- 
sion became intense. 

What a difference in procedure 
today! Men come before our so- 
ciety and rarely are their state- 
ments challenged. Debate has be- 
come a lost art in dentistry. Imag- 
ine what would have happened at 
a meeting attended by such men as 
Callahan, G. V. Black, Jonathan 
Taft, Taggart, Edmund Kells, and 
many others, and at which a new 
theory or technique was advanced. 


Entrance Requirements 


In those days there were no such 
things as a Horner Report, quotas 
for entrance into dental schools, or 
racial and religious handicaps and 
restrictions. Dentistry was open to 
all, and those who were not fitted 
soon were eliminated. We had 
some who “got by,” but even to- 
day, with all the education, we still 
have some poor dentistry. 

Let us look at conditions today. 
If my sons want to enter dentistry, 
they not only must be graduates 
from an accredited high school, 
but they must make superior 
grades and pass an entrance exam- 
ination and many other tests. 

They are required then to take 
two years of predental education, 
and I have heard several deans say 
that it was their opinion that this 
would be increased to four years. 
Add to this four years of dental ed- 
ucation, and one year internship, 
and, if a specialty is contemplated, 
add two more years. This adds up 
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to eleven years of study and will 
make 29 the average age at gradu- 
ation. 


Cost of Education 


The economic problem is even 
more complicated because the cost 
of living and education has under- 
gone a period of inflation. | am 
told that today the cost of a dental 
education, including all expenses, 
is approximately ten thousand dol- 
lars. 

At a recent meeting of our dis- 
cussion group, a summary of an 
economic survey was read and the 
average net earnings of a dentist 
in our area was estimated to be 
$6,000 per year. (This was based 
on a poor return and the figure 
may be high.) 

This suggests two facts: that a 
practicing dentist will find it al- 
most impossible to finance a boy 
through dental school unless he de- 
prives himself of a great many 
things which he needs for his own 
future and the protection of his 
family and himself. Furthermore, 
at the average age of graduation 
today, and from an observation of 
the time required to build up the 
average practice, a graduate will 
be middle-aged before he acquires 
a good practice and security. 

I realize that we are operating in 
an age of confusion and shortages. 
The veteran problem in the col- 
leges today is a tremendous one 
and we must realize that these men 
are deserving of an opportunity to 
get an education. But what are we 
going to do about this problem, 
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and what do dental educators plan 
to do to make dentistry available to 
all? 

I should like to give some of my 
views on the subject. 

First, I think that we should 
stop all these so-called Dentist-Boy 
Banquets to which we invite boys 
in order to interest them in den- 
tistry, and then invite deans to dis- 
courage them in the study of den- 
tistry. 

Second, let us reappraise our 
educational system to see if we 
cannot decrease’ the amount of 
time required to produce good 
dentists. 

Third, we should study the cost 
of dental education and the eco- 
nomic conditions of the popula- 
tion with a view to finding a solu- 
tion to the problem of making den- 
tistry available to the masses with- 
out hardships. This is not possible 
if dental educational costs are to 
be increased; thus producing high- 
er dental fees. 

Fourth, we need more dental 
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schools, and these can be establish- | 
ed by state or federal grants "i 
endowments. 
Fifth, a uniform and nationwide 
licensing system is absolutely nec- 
essary if the proper distribution of 
dentists is to be a fact rather than 
a wish. I practice in Ohio on the 
Kentucky border, and about one-} 
fourth of my patients are from, 
Kentucky.

THE NATIONAL Committee of Den- 
tists has been the subject of mis- 
understanding. A forthright state- 
ment of the objectives and the 
methods of this Committee is in- 
dicated. Without equivocation the 
National Committee of Dentists 
is organized to fight compulsory 
health insurance and the socializa- 
tion of the dental profession in any 
form. In cooperation with the Na- 
tional Physicians Committee, the 
dental group is organized to pre- 
serve the institution of personal 
practice and to oppose the regi- 
mentation of the profession. The 
physicians and dentists who have 
joined together in this crusade feel 
deeply that the importation of a 
foreign system of health care will 
endanger the quality of care, will 
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lower professional standards, and 
will adversely affect the health of 
the American people. 

Money is needed to carry on any 
offensive or defensive campaign. 
The money solicited by the Na- 
tional Committee of Dentists is 
used in a positive way to tell the 
people the facts of health care and 


to inform them of the danger of a ; 


foreign system that might be in- 
flicted upon them. Money is spent 
defensively to expose the fallacious 
arguments of the proponents of 
compulsory health insurance and 
to protect the well-being of the 
American people. 

The National Committee of Den- 
tists is in no competitive position 
with the American Dental Associ- 
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The Chairman explains 


Committee. 


ation. Basically the Association is 
organized to advance the scientific 
and professional standards of the 
dental profession. It is not and 
should not be identified as an or- 
ganization that introduces or op- 
poses legislation except such legis- 
lation as directly affects the scien- 
tific standards of the profession. 
The National Committee of Den- 
tists is organized frankly to sup- 
port legislation that will advance 
the public welfare and oppose leg- 
islation that might endanger the 
health standards of the American 
people. 

Every member of the National 
Committee of Dentists is a mem- 
ber of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation. There are members of the 
Committee who have held the 
highest offices in the Association, 
are prominent in dental education 
and research, and are distinguish- 
ed as practitioners. Without excep- 
tion the members of the Committee 
have labored valiantly in dental so- 
ciety affairs and look upon the 
parent dental organization—the 
American Dental Association— 
with respect and loyalty. There is 
no competition between the organ- 
izations. 

The National Committee of Den- 
tists was not established to initiate 
or suggest policy for the dental 
profession. Such action is solely 
and entirely the prerogative of the 


House of Delegates of the Ameri- 
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can Dental Association. We have 
full confidence in, and will con- 
tinue to give our unqualified sup- 
port to, the Association’s program 
and policies. 

The National Committee of Den- 
tists can be likened to other patri- 
otic civic organizations. It is a 
group of dentists who, in the dual 
capacity of professional men and 
citizens, are helping to bring about 
a public understanding of the ba- 
sic issues involved in the attempts 
to impose political control of 
health care services. A part of the 
Committee’s effort is directed to- 
ward marshalling public opinion 
to defeat legislation such as the 
Wagner- Murray - Dingell Bill, 
whether on a local, state, or na- 
tional level. 

As citizens, we recognize that 
scientific bodies, such as the Amer- 
ican Dental Association and the 
American Medical Association, 
alone should not be expected to 
carry the entire burden of the fight 
against the collectivists, who would 
regiment our professions. The Na- 
tional Committee of Dentists co- 
operates with the National Physi- 
cians Committee, which has been 
repeatedly endorsed by the House 
of Delegates of the American Med- 
ical Association and many state 
medical societies. 


Political Health Care 


The National Committee of Den- 
tists cooperating with the National 
Physicians Committee is registered 
under the Federal Regulation of 
Lobbying Act. As a result it can 
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and does engage in activities in 
which the American Dental Asso- 
ciation and the American Medical 
Association, as scientific bodies, 
should not be expected to partici- 
pate. It is essential that the pro- 
fessions have available even more 
effective facilities than the forces 
that favor socialized health care 
possess in organizations like the 
Physicians Forum, Dentists Com- 
mittee for the Passage of the Wag- 
ner-Murray-Dingell Bill, Commit- 
tee for the Nation’s Health, and 
others. All these groups favoring 
political medicine and dentistry 


are soliciting funds from members — 


of the professions and other sourc- 
es to promote actively a Commu- 
nistic system of health care. 

The professions are entitled to 
every bit of voluntary assistance 
that citizens can render in support 
of our American heritage—recog- 
nition of the supreme importance 
of the individual and his right to 
choose his own dentist and physi- 
clan. 

It may be that, in the long run, 
health welfare of this country will 
require Federal legislation. If this 
is so, however, we ought to be able 
to reach, through the normal proc- 
esses of argument and persuasion, 
a common ground whereby a plan 
may evolve that will meet the needs 
of our citizenry, and yet, as citi- 
zens, we will not be compelled to 
forfeit our birthright of freedom 
to the economic planners of bu- 
reaucratic political medical and 
dental care. 

The National Committee of Den- 
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tists believes that the Administra. 
tion in Washington is trying in a 
large measure to frighten the Con- 
gress into support of its health pro- 
gram. Any health plan is bound to 
have less possibility of being satis. 
factory for our citizenry if it is 
adopted out of fear rather than 
conviction. Obviously, we cannot 
let the health security of this Na- 
tion depend on a program for 
which no one can anticipate suc- 
cess on much better than a fifty- 
fifty basis. No amount of squab- 
bling over ideologies or social se- 
curity can or will change that fact. 
The emphasis of political medicine 
and dentistry is on the basis of 
regimentation and a division of 
services to the entire citizenry, 
rather than upon medical and den- 
tal research, or an expansion of 
medical and dental educational fa- 
cilities, and better distribution of 
health practitioners. 

We of the National Committee 
of Dentists, as citizens who happen 
to be dentists and have no official 
connection with the American 
Dental Association, feel that we 
can implement and assist in fur- 
thering the principles and policies 
of the American Dental Associa- 
tion, and we, as citizens, can fight 
aggressively against political med- 
icine and dentistry; using tech- 
niques that are beyond the scope 
of a scientific organization such as 
the American Dental Association. 

It is not inconceivable that the 
enemies of the private practice sys- 


tem and of free enterprise might F 


be the ones who have spread by 
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innuendo the story that the Na- 
tional Committee of Dentists is at- 
tempting to usurp the legislative 
function of the American Dental 
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Communists and their fellow trav- 
elers. If nations are destroyed by 
such methods, there is no reason 
to believe that professional organ- 
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Association. A canard of that kind 
would divide the profession and 
create doubt and suspicion. That

WOULD YOU BELIEVE IT? 


EacH OF you (the 70,000 dentists of the U.S.) made eight one-surface, 
forty-four two-surface, seven three-surface inlays; eighteen three-quarter 
crowns, and twelve full crowns in 1946, (This does not include bridge 
abutments.) You used approximately three and three-fourths ounces of 
gold in casting, but you wasted three-fourths of an ounce in grinding 
and polishing. Seventy thousand dentists would have used twelve tons 
in casting and then wasted one and three-fourths tons in polishing. (Per- 
haps one-half to three-fourths of a ton may have been salvaged by those 
dentists who save grindings. ) 

The U. S. dentists made a combined total of 6,230,000 crowns, three- 
quarter crowns, and inlays in 1946, and this would have built a gold 
sidewalk three feet four inches wide on both sides of the street for a 
distance of two city blocks. Before you started this gold project, you 
looked things over for one whole day. You discussed it for two-thirds of 
a day, after which you spent six days preparing the cavity, three and 
one-half days taking the impressions, and then you or your assistants 
spent a total of eight days in your laboratories casting or molding, clean- 
ing, and polishing the gold. After. you had the gold nicely polished, you 
spent two days fitting it into position. It took forty barrels of oxy- 
phosphate of zinc cement and twenty barrels of phosphoric acid or 
liquid to cement these sidewalks to place, and it took you or your assist- 
ants one and one-half days to mix the cement. Another two and one-half 
days were spent in removing the excess cement and putting on the final 


: polish and finish. 


The average dentist used procaine for 74 per cent of his extractions 
and prepared 30 per cent of the cavities under procaine which consumed 
a total of approximately 1800 cc. Since there are about 30 cc. in one 
ounce, 70,000 dentists used approximately 23,422 gallons or 427 barrels

I FEEL sorry for dental patients. 
Yes, I feel sorry for 99 per cent of 
the new patients who come to m 
office. The reasons for my sympa. 
thy are many. Rare is the patient, 
I have discovered, who has had a 
complete and careful dental diag. 
nosis. Rare is the patient who has 
been taught preventive dentistry. 
An appalling number have a de. 
plorable mouth condition. Those 
over 20 years of age frequently 
have a wrecked mouth. Is this 
situation not a shame to the pro- 
fession of dentistry? I believe it is. 
I believe that the negligence of our 
practitioners is often criminal. 

Too many dentists are “tooth: 
plumbers” rather than diagnosti- 
cians. When one perceives how] 
often such dentists patch teeth but 
ignore serious infections, one sym: 
pathizes with dental patients. 

A typical case, which presented 
a heartbreaking tragedy, was that 
of a young woman 21, beautiful. 
intelligent, only recently married. 
who was referred to my office fo}

Oral Infections 


A second case may be cited to 
illustrate why I feel sorry for den- 
tal patients. A woman 45 years old 
came to me for treatment. She had 
had three surgical operations but 
the causes of infection were un- 
certain. She complained of having 
rheumatism in her left hand and 
“a numb feeling under the fin- 
gers.” She has an enlarged heart, 
her physician told her. For six 
years, and at great expense, she 
had been going to a medical clinic. 
She was an ambulatory patient but 
“felt under the weather all the 
time,” as she put it. Regarding 
dental service, her experience re- 
sembled that of the first patient. 
Roentgenograms and other general 
diagnostic measures were un- 
known to her. Yet her mouth re- 
vealed a number of infections, in- 
cluding a large radicular cyst at 
the apex of the upper left lateral. 

On being informed of the urgen- 
cy of the situation, this woman, 
unlike the younger one, readily 
agreed to the removal of her teeth 
as a “last straw’ in her struggle 
for health. Miraculously the elim- 
ination of her dental infections 
cured her other ills. Within six 
weeks she stated warmly and joy- 
ously that she had not “felt as 
good as this for many years.” 

In this last instance it may be 


observed that the patient had . 


failed to receive proper health di- 
agnosis not only from her previous 
dentists but from her physicians 
as well. 

Why is it that so many dentists 
do not fulfill their obligation to 
their patients? Why is it that too 
many dentists are satisfied to be 
mediocre mechanics instead of 
professional men giving a real 
health service? Why is it that the 
majority of dentists fail to make a 
roentgenographic examination as 
an aid to diagnosis? Are they 
afraid that by making a proper di- 
agnosis they will find so much that 
ought to be done they may lose the 
patient? Are they afraid that the 
kind of dental service they have 
rendered will be revealed in its 
true light? 

Even in respected positions men 
can be found whose practice of 
dentistry is a travesty. These men 
are members of dental examining 
boards, and some are honored as 
presidents of dental societies. They 
are leaders who do not lead by 
example. The time has come for 
our profession to throw out the 
politicians and to draft honorable 
and competent leaders for the sake 
of progress. 


Dental Caries 


Well known to our profession is 
that dental caries among school 


children has increased exorbitant: f 


ly during our generation. Twenty- 
five years ago it was estimated that 
80 per cent of school children suf- 
fered with caries and infection in 
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and about their teeth. Today the 
victims number nearly 100 per 
cent. 

Equally well known is that heart 
disease, diseases of the vascular 
system, blood dyscrasias, and can- 
cer have increased at an alarming 
rate. No one has been able suc- 
cessfully to account for these dread 
conditions. Yet, is it not reason- 
able and probable that the striking 
increase in dental infections has a 
bearing on the increase of these 
life-taking diseases ? 

It is not a Herculean task to 
make an essential dental diagnosis. 
Any dentist ought to be able to 
elicit information from a patient 
concerning his physical condition, 
childhood diseases, chronic dis- 
eases, heart, blood pressure as 
brought out by the last examina- 
tion by a physician, pains and 
aches, and any other pertinent in- 
formation. 

A complete dental diagnosis 
must include full-mouth and bite- 
wing roentgenograms, transillumi- 
nation of teeth and sinuses, vitality 
test, and percussion test. The den- 
tist must note which teeth are ten- 
der, must examine carefully the 
soft tissues of the mouth, and—of 
great importance—must obtain ac- 
curate study models to help plan 
the best treatment for the patient. 
All this, I insist, is not too hard 
for any dentist to do. Furthermore, 


- | maintain that it is our moral ob- 
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ligation to perform these diagnos- 
tic measures. 

Let me conclude with a story. 
Three men once were helping to 
build a cathedral. “What are you 
working for?” the first man was 
asked. He answered: “What a 
strange question. Why, I work for 
two shekels a day.” 

“And what are you working 
for?” the second was asked. He 
replied: “To add bricks to that 
wall over there.” 

“And what are you working 
for?” the third was asked. He an- 
swered: “I help to erect a beauti- 
ful temple to the glory of God.” 

Like the laborers described, den- 
tists are of all varieties and all de- 
grees of vision. Some frankly work 
for the “shekels” only; others, like 
the second laborer, take a limite¢ 
view of their professional func- 
tions and see them only as super- 
ficial tooth-plugging and patching. 
Only the rare dentist is an ideal- 
ist and man of vision; perceiving 
that his primary goal is the health 
of the patient and the community. 

For our sake, for the sake of the 
profession, and above all for the 
sake of the patient, let each of us 
render a real health service. If 
every dentist does this, we need 
have no fear of socialized dentist- 
ry. And no one hereafter will have 
reason to feel sorry for the patient.

THE IDEA OF fire charring the anti- 
septic gleam of your office might 
seem remote as you glance about 
its prophylactic front. Surfaces are 
so smooth and shining it looks as 
though fire would find no place of 
entry. Where could it start? 

There are many places! Those 
spotless bottles and glistening steri- 
lizers have a greater fire potential 
than their clean angles would re- 
veal. 

In every industry we are burn- 
ing up our resources at a terrific

Reception Room

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Before undertaking reconnais- 
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moment in the reception room. 
Look about it. A deceptively neu- 
tral appearance. Just a room with 
sofa, easy chairs, racks of maga- 
zines, an umbrella stand, several 
ash trays—there, you have it! 
Several ash trays. They obviously 
are not the fire hazards, but the 
cigarette nervously dropped to the 
floor, at a nod from the dental as- 
sistant, is. See that there are ash 
trays distributed within easy reach 
of every chair. 

Umbrella stands should be kept 
well in the corner so that smokers 
will not be tempted to toss their 
lighted matches or cigarettes in 
them. 

During the day the assistant 
might glance over the reception 
room occasionally to see that burn- 
ing cigarettes and matches are 
under control, and every night be- 
fore closing she should check the 
ash trays. 


Anesthetics 


Now for the operating room. 
The conspicuous fire hazard is, of 
course, anesthetics. Care in storage 
and use of these combustibles 
should never be relaxed. Ethylene 
and cyclopropane are highly flam- 
mable. When oxygen and combus- 
tible materials are present, fire haz- 
ard exists. And nitrous oxide, al- 
though it does not make things 
burn as readily as oxygen, will 
help feed a fire. 

All cylinders containing com- 
pressed gas should be constructed 
in accordance with regulations of 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
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sion and should be stamped with 
their label of inspection. They 
should be kept away from radia- 
tors, steam pipes, or Bunsen burn- 
ers, and preferably isolated in a 
corner of the room. 

Cylinders of flammable gases, 
such as ethylene and cyclopropane, 
should be stored away from oxy- 
gen and nitrous oxide which inten- 
sify fire should it break out. Oxy- 
gen, although noncombustible in 
itself, quickens the spread of fire, ° 
and if brought into contact with 
oil or grease under certain condi- 
tions will ignite spontaneously or 
explode. Be careful that oil and 
grease do not accumulate on the 
oxygen cylinders and that the cy]- 
inders are not cleaned with cloths 
containing any oil or grease. Do 
not, under any conditions, couple 
cylinders so that gas from one can 
cross to another holding a different 
gas. 

Never store extra cylinders in 
the operating room. Storage of 
both compressed gases and flam- 
mable liquids, such as ether, chlor- 
oform, and acetone, should con- 
form strictly with prevailing state 
law and municipal ordinances. 
Highly flammable cleaning fluids 
should be stored carefully in air- 
tight containers with the least 
possible chance of accident. 

Gas connections should have 
rigid piping to appliances, or, if 
the apparatus has to be moved 
from place to place, the connection 
should be flexible tubing in good 
condition and as short as possible. 

Make it a rule every night before 
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leaving the office to see that the 
gas is shut off at the cock on the 
pipe and not at the appliance. 

Precaution with the Bunsen 
burner is imperative. Window cur- 
tains blowing near the open flame 
might send your office up in 
smoke. In laboratories, see that the 
furnaces are properly insulated, or 
kept at a safe distance from com- 
bustible material. Be careful in 
using blow torches so that they do 
not come in contact with curtains, 
venetian blinds, or other combus- 
tibles. 

With so many eleetric appli- 
ances in modern dental offices, 
there is a danger of overloading 
electric circuits. Ask the advice 
of your electrician on the number 
of appliances that can be used 
safely on one outlet. It is generally 
a good idea, too, to consult a quali- 
fied electrician when any new piece 
of electric equipment is added so 
that there will be no danger of 
overloading the circuit. 
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Electrostatic Sparks 


Wherever gas is stored or used, 
there is the possibility of fire from 
electrostatic sparks. You have 
probably experienced the electric 
shock produced by shuffling heav- 
ily across a rug and then touching 
a metal door handle. Such sparks 
are dangerous where there are 
gases. 

Although a dental office is not 
considered technically a hazardous 
location, you might have your fur- 
niture made of metal or other 
electrically conductive material 
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which will absorb cruising sparks. 

Just recently, although every 
precaution seemed to have been 
taken, an unpredictable electro- 
static spark caused an explosion 
during an operation in an Eastern 
hospital. This is cited to show what 
great care must be taken to pre- 
vent static sparks. 

The cyclopropane tank had been 
turned off but vestiges of gas re- 
mained in the bag, filters, tubing. 
and mouthpiece. The nurse had 
walked past the anesthetic ma- 
chine, according to the report re- 
leased after the accident, at the 
moment of the explosion. The only 
explanation that could be offered 
was that the spark of static elec- 
tricity created by the nurse while 
so near the machine had caused the 
ignition. The patient suffered se- 
vere internal injuries in this ex- 
plosion. 

Careful consideration should be 


given to every means of reducing 


spark hazards. All breathing tubes, 
bags, and gaskets of anesthesia 
equipment should be of conductive 
rubber. Metal containers should be 
provided for refuse material. 

Today the fire hazard of x-ray 
film in dental offices is slight be- 
cause cellulose acetate or safety 
base film is used. It burns at the 
rate of ordinary newsprint of equal 
thickness and does not create the 
hazard of nitrate film formerly 
used. 

Laboratories, with their stock of 
combustibles, present a fire prob- 
lem that is solved only by constant 
caution.

take a terrific beating? Did you 
say to yourself, “He sure can take 
it!”? 

It is a fact that dentists, like 
some prize fighters, have been 
“taking it” for years. Sometimes 
they have been aware of it, and 
sometimes they have not. 

Take the case of Doctor Hiram 
Jones: He was just leaving his of- 
fice for lunch when an excited pa- 
tient rushed in almost toppling 
over him. 

“You must pull my tooth, Doc- 
tor!” he pleaded. “The pain is ter- 
rific! It will only take a few min- 
utes.” 

It took more than a few min- 
utes. It cost Doctor Jones nearly 
half of his precious lunch hour and 
probably several days of his life, 
because he could not say “No!” 

You see—Doctor Jones is a 
masochist. Are you one, too? 

Psychiatrists have long recog- 


nized that many people love self- | 


punishment. They revel in the idea 
of being hurt or even killed, be- 
cause they harbor deep feelings of 
guilt. They often seize upon any 
pretense to have themselves pun- 
ished. But the person affected is 
oblivious of the damage that is be- 
ing done. It creeps up on him like 
an insidious killer. Then, like the 
rattlesnake, it sinks its fangs into 
the victim. 

The effects of masochism are cu- 
mulative, as with mercurial poi 
soning. In the former, however, the 
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This colleague believes that 
many dentists are shortening 
their lives by suffering from 
psychologic conflicts. 


result may be a complete mental 
collapse, a condition far more seri- 
ous than a physical breakdown. 

Because of the nature of their 
vocation, dentists are an easy prey 
for the masochistic vulture. The 
types of patients they treat—the 
hypochondriacs, women in their 
menopause, neurotics, unruly chil- 
dren—can easily be the medium 
for disseminating the “disease.” 

Haven't we all been guilty at one 
time or another of allowing a pa- 
tient to “talk us into” an appoint- 
ment that disrupted the office rou- 
tine? And did not that same pa- 
tient always call us at some “un- 
earthly” hour to stop that tooth- 
ache? And finally, didn’t she leave 
us for the other dentist who made 
her bridge a few dollars cheaper? 

Yes, such cases are legion. The 
question is, “How can you recog- 
nize these masochistic traits in 
yourself, Doctor?” 

If you can answer the following 
questions in the affirmative, it will 
behoove you to take stock of your- 
self. It may even be necessary for 
you to seek competent psychologic 
advice: 

1. Are you a perfectionist? Do 
you feel demolished when your 


treatment does not come up to 
par? Do you think you are a fail- 
ure if you have a few miscasts, or 
your inlays are occasionally shy 
at the margin ? 
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2. Do you suffer from chronic 
fatigue? Are you listless and tired 
after a normal day’s work? 

3. Do you take abuse from pa- 
tients such as: “Doctor, I can only 
come on Sundays or holidays. You 
gotta fit me in.”’? 

4. Are you afraid to antagonize 
people, especially patients? Are 
you afraid of hurting the mother’s 
feelings by evicting her “playful” 
child who dashes into your operat- 
ing room, snapping switches and 
opening drawers? 

5. Do you dread asking a fee for 
services rendered; a down-pay- 
ment for treatment to be done; or 
money from patients with delin- 
quent accounts? Do you say to 
yourself, “Next time,” when you 
know deep in our heart that “next 
time” will be postponed indefinite- 
ly? 

6. Are you oversolicitous? Do 
you cater to every whim and fancy 
of your neurotic clientele? Do you 
stand like a “wooden Indian” 
when your high-strung, fat, and fif- 
tyish woman patient says, “I can’t 
wear these ‘plates’ ”’—yet the din 
from her oral cavity is like the 
rat-tat-tat of a machine gun? 

7. Do you frequently dream of 
death or serious injury to your- 
self, your kin, or your friends? 
Has someone in your immediate 
family ever appeared beheaded in 
your dreams? 

8. Do you never say “No!” to a 
patient, especially the habitual ap- 
pointment-breaker? Do you ever 
tell that type to come back a month 
later, instead of letting him talk 
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you into an early date which he 
never keeps anyhow? 

9. Do you treat patients who 
“barge” in on you? 

10. Are you the kind who can 
“take it”—the strong, silent type? 

Many of my colleagues will no 
doubt recall the virile, mute, two- 
fisted protector of the law of nearly 
three decades ago, the recently de- 
ceased idol of the silent screen, 
William S. Hart. Were he making 
moving pictures today, he would 
not be so silent or inarticulate; for 
the audience would ask, “Has he 
been psychoanalyzed yet?” 

Yes, it is common knowledge 
that the era of the strong, silent 
character is passé, that the person 
who keeps his troubles to himself 
—who when slapped turns the oth- 
er cheek—is undergoing tortures 
not unlike those suffered by the 
former inmates of Dachau and 
Maideneck. 

Do you keep your best argu- 
ments to yourself, when you feel 
like “yelling your head off”? 

I say, “Yes, Doctor! Yell with 
all your might! Your body and 
mind-will absorb less punishment 
if you do.” 

11. Do you grit your teeth and 
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remain mute when your grocer pa- 
tient says, “The ‘filling’ you put in 
last year fell out, Doctor.”? Or do 
you answer with a smile, “I sup. 
pose those cold storage eggs you 
sold me smell like Chanel #5.”? 

I say, “Assert yourself, Doctor, 
even if the ‘filling’ did fall out. Get 
rid of your pent-up emotions. Ar- 
gue and yell—if necessary—and 
add years to your life.” 

12. Do -you “take a_ beating” 
when the neurotic crank belittles 
your services, loudly and vehe- 


mently, before an office full of pa- } 


tients? 

I say, “Shout louder, if you wish 
to prevent self-inflicted homicide.” 

13. Lastly, do you feel that you 
have made a grave mistake in 
choosing dentistry for your: life’s 
vocation? Would you have been 
happier selling life insurance, or 
working at some other profession, 
business, or trade? 

If the answer is still ““Yes’’—be- 
ware! The masochistic octopus is 
winding his tentacles around you. 
Or, other inner conflicts are hold- 
ing you down like a ball and chain.

Old Residence Becomes 
Attractive Dental Office 


A dentist finds turning an old 


house into a dental office a 


successful venture. 


In NEW dental offices which were 
modeled after the plans he formu- 
lated through many years of prac- 
tice, and decorated for attractive- 
ness and efficiency by his wife, 
Doctor M. V. Staton, of Warren, 
Ohio, is finding interest, satisfac- 
tion, and pride in practicing den- 
tistry today. His regular patients 
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not only have followed him from 
a business district office to his new 
semiresidential location, but many 
prefer the new location because of 
the convenience of the parking fa- 
cilities. 

Doctor Staton purchased an old 
house four blocks from the center 
of Warren and had it remodeled 
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into dental offices which meet all 
his specifications for appearance, 
convenience, and efficiency. The 
building was a frame house with 
little to distinguish it from hun- 
dreds of others built about thirty- 
five years ago. It had front and 
side porches; the front steps led 
into a hallway from which a stair- 
way led to the second floor. 

In remodeling, the front porch 
was removed and in this space 
was built a cream-colored brick 
addition with rounded glass brick 
corners.

The walls and floor of the busi- 
ness office are finished in the same 
manner as those of the operating 
rooms. The room is adequately 
furnished for business purposes. 
An intercommunication telephone 
system connects it with the other 
rooms in the building. 

The reception room has been 
decorated for attractive comfort 
and service. The walls are papered 
in an antique tile-colored design 
with a little green. The woodwork 
is painted the same color. At one 
end of the room is an alcove which

Even the two 
children’s rocking chairs which 
the young patients greatly enjoy 
are antiques. Many of Doctor Sta- 
ton’s patients have expressed their 
delight with the spacious and 
cheerful atmosphere of this recep- 
tion room. 

Also located on the first floor of 
the house are an x-ray room, which 
was formerly the kitchen; a stor- 
age and darkroom, which was or- 
iginally the pantry; a consultation 
room; and two lavatories. 
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On the second floor of the re- 
modeled house are two laborato- 
ries, Doctor Staton’s private office, 
the assistants’ lounge, and another 
lavatory. The laboratories are fur- 
nished with up-to-date equipment 
so that all types of work may be 
done in them. The two technicians 
use one room for plaster and pol- 
ishing work, and the other is 
equipped for all finer types of fin- 
ishing work and castings. 

Doctor Staton’s private office 
has been decorated attractively and 
furnished comfortably for his re- 
laxation. One wall has three win- 
dows which have been treated as a 
unit with draperies of hunters’ red 
on traverse rods. The room is fur- 
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nished with a desk, a bookcase for 
dental books and magazines, a red 
leather-covered lounge chair and 
stool, a few occasional chairs, end 
tables, a private telephone, and a 
couch which makes it usable for a 
recovery room when necessary. 

A large, pleasant lounge has 
been provided on the second floor 
for Doctor Staton’s office associ- 
ates. The walls are papered with 
huge bows of blue, yellow, and red 
on white background, and white 
ruffled nylon curtains are at the 
three windows. A dressing table,

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desk, couch, occasional chairs, end 
tables, and chest furnish this room. 
Hidden by a screen are a sink and 
small cupboard where coffee or tea 
may be prepared for relaxation. 
This room also can be used as a 
recovery room for patients. 
Doctor Staton has found both 
his patients and his office assist- 
ants enthusiastic over his new den- 
tal office. It is located conveniently 
to public transportation, and pa- 
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tients who drive have no difficulty 
parking in front of the office. Ade- 
quate parking space behind the of- 
fice has been provided for the em- 
ployees. Many patients have stated 
that they prefer the street level of- 
fice to entering crowded elevators 
in city office buildings or to climb- 
ing stairs. The quiet, cheerful at- 
mosphere of the building is re- 
flected in the relaxed, pleasant atti- 
tude of patients and dentists alike.

BRITISH PHYSICIANS ACT TO BAR SERVICE UNDER HEALTH BILL 


IN A PLEBISCITE conducted several weeks ago by the British Medical As- 
sociation physicians of Great Britain voted 40,814 to 4,735 against the 
new National Health Service Act. More recently a delegate conference 
of the Association unanimously recommended that physicians refuse to 
treat patients under this Act unless the health law is changed in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of the British Medical Association. 

At present 17,000 of Britain’s general practitioners serve under a 
“panel” system started by Lloyd George in 1911. The system covers 
19,500,000 low-income workers who pay 40¢ a week (their employers 
an equal amount) for medical care, sickness insurance, and pension fund, 
The physicians who receive about $3 a year for each patient on their 
panel may also engage in private practice. Minister of Health Bevan’s 
new health scheme, scheduled to go into effect July 5, is a huge ex- 
pansion of the panel. All of Britain’s 48,000,000 men, women, and 
children (Northern Ireland has a separate plan) will be included; pay- 
ments by workers will be dedacted from pay checks. Physicians may 
continue to treat patients on a private basis. The service will provide full 


medical care: hospitalization, medical, dental, and oculist treatment. : 


Physicians have a number of objections to this plan. Basically, they 
fear complete state control of medicine. The British Medical Association 
objects specifically to a ban on selling practices, wants the right to 
appeal to courts against dismissal from the service, and expresses the 
opinion that the health service will lead to making practitioners full- 
time salaried civil servants.

BACK INTO MILITARY SERVICE— FOR SOME 


Nopopy LIKES a war-monger. Neither does anyone like a smug dolt who 
thinks that another war will never come and that there is no reason for 
preparedness. The Nation must look at international affairs with a 
clear and direct eye. There are tensions; there are differences in 
ideologies. These are potentials that might lead to war. 

Whatever kind of military service may be developed, whether a draft 
army or a universal military training program, dentists will be required 
to give professional service. For each 500 men in the military estab- 
lishment one dentist will be required. There are not enough dentists in 
the Regular Army or Navy Dental Corps to give dental care to a force 
that may be enlarged by a selective service program or by universal 
military training. 

Many dentists who are now in civilian practice may expect to be 
called to duty if international events make it necessary to mobilize an 
enlarged Army and Navy. Every dentist in the list of reserve officers 
is a potential candidate for orders to active duty. It is highly desirable 
at this time to work out a fair formula for calling reserve officers to 
active duty. The formula should be suggested by the American Dental 
Association’s Committee on Military Affairs. We cannot depend on the 
Armed Forces to suggest the formula because the “brass” and the 
“braid” have never shown a disposition to call officers to active duty 
with relationship to the need. So long as there are thousands of dentists 
in the reserve list the military will feel secure in their belief that they 
have enough dental officers at their beck and call. The fact that many 
of these dentists might be recalled to duty without fairness or justice 
to them is nothing that will disturb the military men, but it should con- 
cern civilian dental organizations. 


The proposal has been brought before the Board of Trustees of the 
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American Dental Association to disband the Committee on Military 
Affairs. It is an ill-chosen time to make such a proposal. This Committee 
has important functions to perform at the present time; notably the 
job of working with the Army and the Navy to develop a program dif- 
ferent from the one followed in the last war. The full force and power 
of the American Dental Association must be directed to the Surgeons 
General to convince them that never again should a dental program 
function under the direction of medical officers; that never again 
should the dental service for military personnel be subjected to quota 
production rather than quality; that never again shall there be military 
dental programs that ignore preventive and educational procedures. 

If the House of Delegates of the American Dental Association accepts 
the proposal for the dissolution of the Committee on Military Affairs, 
the 22,000 dental veterans can be justifiably apprehensive that their 
interests may be placed in jeopardy. The present Committee on Military 
Affairs is made up of veterans with firsthand military experience who 
know what the military dental program should be like. It is a poor pro- 
posal that suggests combining the function of the military committee 
with some other committee that is not familiar from direct experience 
with the problem. 

Should there be another extensive mobilization it is likely that 
some agency such as the Procurement and Assignment Service will 
be created. If there is such an agency it will be well to assure our- 
selves that it will be free from eager beavers who are overzealous in 
signing up every dentist for Service regardless of whether he may be 
needed or not. This is the time to prepare an orderly program of mobili- 
zation. There are many dentists fearful that they will be jerked from 
their practices and recalled to active duty on the whim of some pro- 
fessional “brass hat” who neither understands nor cares about the risks 
and responsibilities of the civilian. These dentists are entitled to be pro- 
tected and they look to the American Dental Association for the proper 
kind of protection. If the Committee on Military Affairs is disbanded. 
dentists who hold reserve commissions have a right to be doubtful that 
their interests are being safeguarded.

THE RECENT graduate from a den- 
tal school usually has more dental 
knowledge than the dentist who 
has been in practice for several 
years. Do you doubt this state- 
ment? Then challenge any “old- 
timer” to take a State Board exam- 
ination. Not only would he fail to 
pass it if he took it, but he prob- 
ably would not. have the courage 
to sit for it. His knowledge of the 
biologic sciences has faded and his 
mental capacity for retaining or 
even absorbing the essentials of the 
basic sciences has reached the van- 
ishing point. 

If he had gone into business in- 


stead of into the profession, his .

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knowledge of the fundamental 
principles on which a successful 
business is based would have 
widened with the years. Had he 
attended courses in business ad- 
ministration, political economy, 
commercial law, transportation, 
banking, or accounting during his 
college days, hardly a day would 
pass in the succeeding years that he 
would not apply the basic prin- 
ciples he had learned from his 
teachers or his books. His years of 
experience, based on his knowl- 
edge of the theory he had studied 
in his younger days, would make 
him more valuable to himself or to 
the concern that employed him. 


Patient Recommendations 
Why, then, should the new den- 


tal practitioner, versed in the aca- 


demic knowledge that helped him 


























helpful for building desirable dentist-patient relations. 


acquire a diploma and a license, 
open his own office with trepida- 
tion and a feeling of business in- 
security? Let us assume that pa- 
tients are not the main problem. 
Many a young man has started out 
with a satisfactory number of pa- 
tients, yet six months later his ap- 
pointment book shows too much 
white space and his records reveal 
unpaid accounts of patients who 
do not feel that they should pay 
for what they did not receive. 


_ What was it they did not get? The

Dentist-Patient Bond 


Obviously the bond that should 
have held the dentist and the pa- 
tient together was broken. This 
bond carries the psychologic im- 
plication of harmony and mutual 
understanding between one who 
practices dentistry and another 
who is willing and anxious to en- 
trust his oral welfare to him. Den- 
tal patients who feel that the restor- 
ation of their mouths to a healthy, 
useful, comfortable, and attractive 
condition will also restore their 
physical health and mental well- 
being have been known to say to 
their dentists, “Doctor, I’d let you 
cut me up into little pieces, if you 


The dentist starting private practice will find these suggestions 
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promise to put me back into better 
shape than I am in now.” 

Recent graduates do not hear 
such words from patients. Not 
many older practitioners do either, 
but a number of dentists will re- 
count honestly that patients do ex- 
press such confidence even if they 
do not use the same words. 

Such patients are the real prac- 
tice builders. In times of economic 
stress they do not “shop around” 
for a cheaper dentist. They will not 
obligate themselves for “luxury” 
dentistry, but they will follow their 
dentist’s advice so far as their bud- 
get will permit. Fortunate is the 
dentist who has such patients in his 
practice during a financial depres- 
sion. They are the ones who insist 
that the other members of their 
family consult none other than 
their dentist, and they do not hesi- 
tate to recommend him to their 
friends. 

Some people have an idiosyn- 


racy about recommending their 


physician or dentist to others, 
fearing that he may fail to make 
the same good impression on 
others that he did on them. They 
become practice isolationists. So 
far as the practitioner is con- 
cerned, they are not too good an 
investment because, unless satisfied 
patients recommend others, his 
practice can hardly be expected to 
grow. 

Patients who speak well of their 
dentist do not mean that his gold 
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castings show a minimum amount 
of variation in volume from the 
wax pattern, or that the lines of 
withdrawal of his bridge retainers 
are always parallel. They mean 
that he is vitally interested in their 
psychosomatic welfare. His excel- 
lent technique and _ professional 
skill may be a contribution to it, 
but the result is what affects their 
attitude. 


Successful Practitioner 


A good practice built on excel- 
lent dentist-patient relationships 
must, in normal cases, lead to a 
successful practice. Of course, the 
dentist who looks into a patient’s 
mouth, sees nothing but carious 
teeth and edentulous spaces, and 
proceeds to restore the patient’s 
mouth, eventually will accumulate 
a lot of money and be counted 
among prosperous men. But let it 
not be said that he will be a suc- 
cessful dentist. Success implies 
happiness, and happiness is his 
who gives it as well as receives it 
from the work of his hands and the 
thoughts of his mind. 

That is why the young dentist 
is often a disappointed or dis- 
couraged person. He may be cover- 
ing expenses, living comfortably, 
and saving a little, but he is not 
spiritually happy. It takes time be- 
fore he gains enough confidence in 
himself to be able to impart it to 
his patients. When that sympa- 
thetic undeistanding begins to de- 
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velop, the seeds of a good practice 
have been sown and, with proper 
cultivation, will ripen. 

Beginners in dentistry are usu- 
ally primarily concerned with loca- 
tions, equipment, office systems, 
schedules of fees, and business pro- 
cedures. The importance of these is 
not to be minimized, but they are 
not of prime importance. Training 
one’s mental attitude in the recep- 
tion and retention of the first pa- 
tient before that patient is seen is 
an exercise which should be re- 
hearsed diligently until the attitude 
becomes routine. It might be a 
good exercise for students, as well 
as for those who have recently ven- 
tured into private practice, to write 
out a script of an imaginary con- 
versation between a dentist and a 
new patient, all the way from 
“Goad morning, what can I do for 
you?” to “Good-bye,. Ill see you 
a week from today at the same 
time.” 

Tennis players, football coaches, 
and automobile racers are known 
to conjure up imaginary situations 
that might occur in their expe. 
rience. They repeatedly work out a 
set of movements in their minds to 
meet the problems effectively until 
the mental patterns become so 
fixed that when situations do arise, 
the solutions appear almost auto- 
matically. We can do the same 
thing in our practices.

Tongue Habit 


Q.—I have a patient who is a well- 
nourished man 42 years of age. He has 
had no serious illnesses since early 
childhood. His upper teeth through the 
second bicuspids have always demon- 
strated exaggerated interproximal spac- 
es. In the last eighteen months there has 
been a decided and continual “drifting” 
of the upper left central toward the 
distal, with the resultant overlapping of 
the left lateral. The space between the 
centrals measures approximately 3 mm. 
The patient states that the “gap” orig- 
inally was about half that distance. 

There is no apparent trauma of the 
upper centrals, and no pathology of the 
teeth or investing tissues is in evidence. 
The patient states that at one time he 
had the habit of pushing his tongue 
against the upper front teeth. He also 
states that in the last six months he has 
forced himself to discontinue this tend- 
ency. Despite this, he feels that the 
teeth have continued to separate. 

There is more than normal overjet 
and overbite, but this is not too pro- 
nounced and appears to be a familial 
trait. 

The patient is much disturbed over 
this movement of the central and the 
overcrowding of the lateral. I am at a 
loss to account for this phenomenon, 
unless the pressure of his tongue has 
caused a stimulus to movement. 

Any information as to diagnosis and 
treatment will be appreciated.—E. I. N., 
Massachusetts. 


A.—Since there is a perceptible 
change in the position of the left 
central incisor in the last eighteen 
months, moving distally and prob- 
ably labially, I would think at once 





of a tongue or lip habit. As your 
patient knows he ce had a tongue 
habit, we can assume that probably 
it is responsible for the movement 
of both central incisors. This 
movement has resulted in some 
loss of the labial alveolar plate, as 
shown by the roentgenograms. 

In one such case in my practice, 
I succeeded in putting a left maxil- 
lary central incisor back in its nor- 
mal position by the simple expedi- 
ent of having the patient tie a short 
piece of number two cotton roll on 
the labial aspect of the tooth every 
night. The pressure of the lip on 
the cotton roll during the night was 
sufficient to push the tooth back in 
place.—GEorGE R. WARNER. 


Attached Frenum 


Q.—I am enclosing roentgenograms of 
a girl 5 years old. Her labial frenum is 
attached to the crest of the ridge at the 
median line. I am at a loss to advise 
whether or not to have it removed sur- 
gically in order for the centrals to come 
in contact. 

Another patient of mine claims that 
drinking clear lemon juice removed the 
enamel from her front teeth. Could this 
be true?—B. A. H., Wisconsin. 


A.—tThe most satisfactory pro- 
cedure in such a case is to wait 
until the permanent centrals have 
erupted, draw them together by 
gentle traction, and hold them to- 
gether with attached bands until 
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the laterals and have 
erupted. 

Severing or removing the fre- 
num by any method will do little 
or no good without drawing the 
teeth together and holding them to- 
gether for a long time; and, if this 
is done, severing the frenum is un- 
necessary. It will be resorbed by 
the pressure of the teeth. 

Yes, lemon juice will dissolve 
tooth enamel. Drinking a glass of 
water every morning in which the 
juice of half a lemon has been 
mixed will take the enamel from 
the labial aspect of the maxillary 
incisor teeth in a few years.—V. 
CLYDE SMEDLEY.

Swollen Lip 


().—A patient 10 years old came in 
with her father to have a tooth ex- 
tracted or to have the pain stopped in a 
first lower left molar. After cleaning out 
the caries there Was an exposure. I sug- 
gested removal of the pulp or extraction. 
The father said I should extract the 
tooth. . 

I gave the child a mandibular block 
and, after making sure that the area was 
anesthetized, I used the cowhorn pliers 
and the tooth came out easily. 

Two days later the patient came back 
with a swollen lip, split open, and the 


tissue sloughing away in the second bi- . 


cuspid and lateral area. It is the same 
area in which the tingling of the lip is 
felt in a block anesthesia. There was no 
trauma caused during the extraction. 
The socket seemed to be healing well as 
after any ordinary extraction, and also 
the place where the needle was inserted 
seemed to be normal. 

I should like to have your opinion as 
to what might have been the cause of 
this condition.—B. Z. K., Illinois.

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Amalgam Restorations 


Q.—For some time, I have been con- 
fronted with the problem of patients re- 
turning with a severe pain reaction any- 
time from three or four days to three or 
four weeks following the insertion of 
amalgam restorations. 

Upon examination of these mouths, 
there were no gold inlays or gold foil 
restorations present to induce a possible 
galvanic current; thus eliminating the 
possibility of electric shock. I checked 
the occlusion of class II and class I res- 
torations to eliminate the possibility of 
a “high” restoration causing the pain. 
In class V restorations, this was not 
necessary. 

As a general rule, more of these re- 
actions occur in teeth with buccal, lin- 
gual, or small occlusal restorations. 
However, it also has occurred in me- 
dium and large class II restorations. 

I have followed Black’s system of cav- 
ity preparation. Where the cavity was 
not more than 2 mm. deep, no ¢ement 
base was used. In larger and deeper cav- 
ities | have always placed a cement 
base, trying to cover all dentine surfaces 
and leaving only enamel surfaces ex- 
posed to the amalgam restoration. 

The patient will return in about one 
week complaining that he was awakened 
at night with a sharp pain which, as he 
describes it, “nearly blew the top of my 
head off.” The pain lasts from five min- 
utes up to about one-half hour and then 
abates. It recurs rather frequently at 
first; sometimes two or three times a 
day or night. Then nothing happens for 
several days, but it does recur. This re- 
currence diminishes both in frequency 
and in severity over a time interval of 
about two to three weeks, after which 
there is no further difficulty. The pulp 
remains vital after a six-month test. 

I triturate approximately one to one 
and one-half minutes at about one hun- 
dred twenty revolutions per minute and 
at a pressure of three to four pounds. 

After the first few patients com- 
plained of this pain, I tried a different 
technique, that being cutting the cavity 
preparation a little deeper so that I 
could place a cement base or step under 
all the amalgam restorations. This tech- 
nique helped the situation considerably, 
but did not relieve it entirely. Many pa- 
tients returned with the same complaint. 
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In those cavities where access was not 
readily available to the placing of a ce- 
ment step or base, | would always var- 
nish the dentine walls. This procedure 
had no effect. The severe pain occurred 
as it had without the varnish. 

I then tried placing zinc oxide and 
eugenol paste in the prepared cavity 
and dismissed the patient. At the next 
visit I cut out the zinc oxide and euge- 
nol to a depth of about 1% to 2 mm. 
and then placed the amalgam restora- 
tion over the zinc oxide and eugenol 
base. This procedure produced the de- 
sired results. The patients had no re- 
currence of the severe pain. 

I have also found that if I removed 
one of the offending amalgam restora- 
tions and placed zinc oxide and eugenol 
paste in the cavity, let it set for from 
twenty-four to forty-eight hours and 
then cut out part of it leaving some as 
a base, there was no further difficulty. 

In my cavity preparations, I try not to 
generate excessive heat, always cutting 
a small amount and then washing out 
the cavity with warm water. I open the 
cavity with small burs and use large 
ones only to widen the preparation. I 
sterilize all preparations with pure liq- 
uid phenol. 

Do you have any solution to this prob- 
lem of the pain? Can you suggest any- 
thing that may be faulty about my tech- 
nique or procedure?—L. J. M., New 


York. 

At—We have had Doctor J. T. 
Sweeney, of California, in Colo- 
rado as an essayist and clinician 
several times, and, as you know, 
he is an authority on anything re- 
lating to amalgam. I believe it was 
during his last visit that several 
men asked him the question that 
you ask in your letter. His answer 
was that because of faulty tech- 
nique the amalgam expands after 
its insertion. Under faulty tech- 
nique he mentioned mulling the 
amalgam in the hand, thus incor- 
porating moisture or cuticle in the 
mix; and insufficient condensation. 

The reason you have no difh- 
culty when a zinc oxide-eugenol 
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base is used is that this material 
can be compressed so it takes up 
the pressure of the expanding 
amalgam. Oxyphosphate cement is 
more rigid so the pressure of the 
expanding amalgam is transferred 
to the dentine. 

The probable reason for more 
trouble with class V cavities is the 
greater difficulty in condensing the 
amalgam well and the greater sen- 
sitivity of the dentine in this part 
of a tooth. I cannot understand 
having difficulty with class I cavi- 
ties unless the amalgam is contam- 
inated, for there is no problem 
about condensing the amalgam 
well in these cavities.—GEoRGE R. 
WARNER. 


Acidified Candies 


Q.—I recently read that citric acid 
used in making most hard candy dis- 
solves tooth enamel. Can you give me a 
more comprehensive study of this theory 
and any references to literature on the 
subject ?—-C. A. L., Massachusetts. 

A.—Fortunately enough I can 
refer you to literature on the sub- 
ject of the destruction of tooth 
enamel by: acidified candies. An 
article’ appeared in the December, 
1938, issue of the Journal of Den- 
tal Research on the subject. The 
authors carried out a_well-con- 
trolled project in which they im- 
mersed freshly extracted teeth with 
sound enamel in solutions of vari- 
ous strengths of lime, lemon, or- 
ange, and wild cherry drops, for a 
period of about twenty-four hours. 
They used both plain water and 
fresh saliva for the solutions, of 
strengths from 10 per cent to 60 
per cent, but principally of 20 per

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cent and 40 per cent. The loss of 
enamel was much greater in the 
water solutions than in the saliva 
solutions because of the buffer ac- 
tion of saliva. However, the pos- 
sible dissolution of enamel in the 
mouth, if one sucked such candies 
rather frequently or constantly, 
would be serious. 

Stafne and Lovestedt* have 
shown that fruit juices and acid 
beverages may have a seriously de- 
structive action on tooth enamel. 

We have a number of cases in 
_our practice in which there has 
been an almost complete loss of the 
labial enamel of the anterior max- 
illary teeth in the mouths of peo- 
ple who drink lemon juice every 
morning. 

We have also had cases of seri- 
ous destruction of the enamel of 
anterior maxillary teeth in the 
mouths of people who must take 
hydrochloric acid as a therapeutic 
measure, and the destruction is 
quite as serious if the acid is taken 
through a glass tube as if drunk out 
of a glass.—GEorGE R. WARNER. 


Hypothyroidism 
Q.—What will the B.M.R. test indi- 


cate? If it is low, will it be an indication 
of hypothyroidism only? 

What should be the procedure if a 
test shows a high Lactobacillus acido- 
philus count? Are there any ways of 
treating these conditions other than the 


topical application of sodium fluoride?

A.—It has been shown that there 
is a greater tendency to caries in

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hypothyroidism than in a normal 
B.M.R. One of our correspondents 
has gone so far as to prescribe thy- 
roid medication in every case of 
marked caries. 

In a high Lactobacillus acido- 
philus count, we put the patient 
on a diabetic diet for two weeks. 
There will be a resulting much 
lower count. The patient can then 
be put on a normal diet, and, as 
you know, a normal diet means a 
low intake of pure carbohydrate. 
Tests should be made from time to 
time, and if the Lactobacillus aci- 
dophilus count is kept consistently 
low, the incidence of caries will be 
reduced markedly. — GEorcE R. 
WARNER. 


Denture Problem 


Q.—I have a patient for whom I con- 
structed a full upper denture against a 
full lower immediate denture. The lower 
is giving satisfactory service. 

When pressure is exerted against the 
posterior teeth of the upper denture on 
the right side, the denture falls down, 
while the same pressure on the left side 
has no effect. The patient’s only com- 
plaint is that the upper denture falls 
down when he laughs, and that it is a 
little difficult chewing on the right side. 
- Could this result from shortening of 
the periphery on the left side? What 
can be done to correct it?—M. K., 
Pennsylvania. 


A.—I certainly would try secur- 
ing a better peripheral seal on the 
left side. I would also check the 
postdam carefully and make sure 
that the occlusal stress is directed 
toward the supporting ridge. 

I frequently throw the upper 
buccal cusps entirely out of occlu- 
sion; letting the lingual cusps take
